WINNIPEG, May 12.—The indus- 
trial relations commission on the last 
day of ita sittings in Winnipeg, heard 
from individual employers and em- 
ployees their views on the causes of 
the present unrest and discontent in 
the country, and heard in addition 
statements by officials connected with 
social welfare, the local council of 
women and the G.W.V.A. 

Immediate action was urged by the 
women to deal with the question of 
the high cost of living, which it was 
stated was grinding the mothers in 
the homes of the workers into a state 
of helplessness and despair. William 
Pearson, speaking as chairman of the 
social welfare association, stated that 
last winter there was less unemploy- 
ment in the city than there had been 
for years, He claimed that the pre- 
sent condition of affairs was tempor- 
ary, caused by the demobilization of 
the soldiers. He admitted, however, 
that the present economic wystem was 
geomewhat groggy and that while the 
situation was being considered by the 
best minds connected with labor and 
business in the country, there should 
be establishel unemployment insurance 
land old age pensions.

Rejects Committee Report to 
Reduce Salary of Police Chief 


Amendment to Resolution Provides for Conference with Police Com- 
mission Respecting Estimates Thursday Night—Only Aldermen | New Soldiers’ Settlement Bill Ii

The city council has postponed any 
decision on the police estimates—fol- 
lowing the report of the finance com- 
mittee that the salary of Chief Hill 
should be reduced to one dollar—until 
it has met and discussed matters with 
the police commission. 

If possible a meeting of council and 
the police commission will be arranged 
for Thursday evening next. 

In submitting the police estimates 
to council, the finance committee re- 
ported as follows: 

“In the opinion of this committee 
the services of Chief Constable G. Hill} 
are not satisfactory and should not be; 
retained; as your committee have no 
other means of giving effect to this 
opinion they recommend that the sal- 
ary of chief constable be reduced to 
one dollar per month on and from the 
first day of June next. Your com- 
mittee are willing to reconsider the 
salary for this position and make a 
new recommendation {if some more 
satisfactory appointment is made by 
the police commission. The recom- 
mendation of your committee {Is that 
the amount of the police estimates be 
reduced by $1,751.90, being the differ- 
ence adjudged by the foregoing.” 


Ald, Martin Explains 


Ald. Milton Martin proposed that 
that part of the report which referred 
to the police be tabled and that the 
mayor arrange a meeting with the 
police commissioners at an early date. 
Ald. Martin said that he had no 
charges to make against the chief of 
police, and his only reason. for moving 
the resolution in committee was that 
he believed the chief had lost the 
confidence of the public. He would, 
however, make no charge against the 
chief without evidence, 

The resolution was seconded by Ald. 
McKenzie and Ald. Bush remarked 
that if any correspondence had passed 
between Ald. Martin and the mayor 
that it should be before councll.

WILL SHARE PROFITS. 

The North-West Biscuit Co. one

The basis on which the profit- 
sharing plan will be operated is 
as follows:... 

“Effective March tet, 1019, all 
enployees receiving a wage of less 
than eleven dollars ($11.00) per 
week, will be paid a cash bonus of 


ten per cent. of their wage. All 
employees receiving a wage of 
eleven dollars ($11.00) and not 


exceeding twenty dollars ($20.00) 
per week will receive a bonus of 
seven and one-half per cent. and 
all receiving in axcess of twenty 
dollars ($20.00 per week will re- 
ceive a bonus of five per cent. To 
those on a monthly wage the 
bonus will apply as follows: 

“Under forty dollars per month. 
ten per cent. from fifty dollars to 
and including one hundred dollars 
per month, five per cent., and over 
one hundred dollars per month, 
five per cent. 

“The bonus will be paid in cash 
on the 20th of the following month, 
covering the number of pay-days 
in the preceding month, the first

“To piece workers whose wage 
varies from week to week the aver- 
age will apply in the same manner 
as to the monthly basis, taking 
the number of paydays in the pre- 
ceeding month as a basis,”

ture, importation, and inter-pro- 
vincial shipment of liquor. 

The effect of the modifying 
clauses is to make it 


sort of intoxicant whose sale is 
not forbidden by the laws of that 
province, 

The Dominion Government thus 
declines to assume any responsi- 
bility for the movement to make 
Canada ‘‘dry.’’ It’s action is con- 


fined to forbidding manufacture | 


in provinces where manufacture 
could only be carried on in eon- 
nection with a traffic in violation 
of provincial laws; to forbidding 
shipment into prohibited areas; 
and to ‘‘preserving the home mar- 
ket for the home manufacturer.’’ 
It refuses to lend the powerful as- 
sistance of Dominion leadership 
and co-operation to help the pro- 
vinces in the fight to suppress the 
traffic, 

In theory the Federal Govern- 
ment thus stands neutral. But in 
practice it is playing the game of 
the distilling interests. The permis- 
sion toresume manufacture under 
the stated conditions would not 
have been included in this resolu- 
tion unless some one wanted it 
included. It is clear enough that 
the prohibitionists did not ask for 
it; therefore the distillers did. And 
the distillers did not ask for the 
concession without reason. There 
is money in it for them. It opens 
the way to them to circumvent the 
prohibitory laws of the provinces, 
and to market their product 
through the underground channels 
of the illegitimate traffic. 

Experience has shown beyond 
argument that while there is a 
great source of supply anywhere 
in the Dominion real prohibition 
cannot be enforced anywhere in 
the Dominion. The manufacturing 
plants have beer: closed for a year; 
but there is no scarcity of whisky 
of the standard brands even in 
prohibition provinces. By what- 
ever means, these local supplies 
are drawn from the great reserves 
that were on hand when the manu- 
facture was suspended; the order

to work every day, 

If the private agencies give a suf- 
ficiently better service to warrant the 
public in spending its money on fees 
to them, that very fact .« sufficient 
justification for their retention, 

In any case, compulsory closing |s 
unnecessary—if the government agen- 
| cies prove competent. If they do not 
80 prove competent, to close the pri- 
vate agencies com’ Ilsorilv would be 
defeating the very object the Govern- 
ment agencies are created to achieve.

FIUME AND DANZIG 
New York Tribune. 

In Paris it seems to be a poor rule 
that can’t be made to work both ways. 
Take the cases of Fiume and Danzig. 

The influences which control in the 
/Council of Four—now the Council of 
| Three—maintain that Fiume, which ia 
lthe most convenient sea outlet for the 
commerce of the former Hungarian 
provinces of Croatia and Slavonia, as 
well as for that of Hungary, ought to 
go to Croatia now a par of the new 
state of Jugo-Slavia. The principle 
lis argued for that the port ought to 
belong to the hinterland, although a 
majority of the inhabitants of the 
post are Italian and not Croat. The 
linterest of the hinterland must take 
precedence in the disposition of the 
port. 

Danzig occupies the same )slation 
to Poland as Fiume does to inland 
populations whose chief sea outlet it 
has been in the past. Yet the ip- 
fluences in control of the Council of 
Three have refused to assign Danzig 
to the new state of Poland, They 
want to leave Danzig in the hands 
of the Germans as the majority of its 
inhabitants are German, not Polish, 
At the most, they are willing to make 
Danzig a free city. 

Poland needs a seaport of her own 
much more thin the South Slavs 
need one. The latter already have a 
long stretch of seacoast and many 
harbors. Nevertheless Poland's 
claim is turned down, while Croatia’s 
and Slavonia’s is upheld. Racial self- 
determination is admitted in the case 
of Danzig and set aside in the case 
of Fiume. Germany is coddled in the 
north and Hungary is coddled in the 
south. ‘There is a rule that appar- 
ently works one way in the valley of 
the Vistula and the other way on the 
Eastern Adriatic. 

Let us at least try to get our bear- 
ings straight. If Fiume ought to go 
to Jugo-Slavia, then, certainly, Dan- 
zig ought to go to Poland. 


CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS IN

The Loans Granted 

Loans may be approved by the 
Loan Advisory Committee, ac- 
cording to the needs of the settler, 
on the following basis :— 


(1) Up to $4,500 on the purchase 
of land, 


(2) Up to $2,000 on the purchase 
of live stock, implements 
and other equipment. 


(3) Up to $1,000 on the erection 
of buildings and other per- 
manent improvements. 


The first and third are repayable 
in twenty-five equal annual instaf- 
ments; the second in four equal 
annual instalments beginning the 
third year, ro interest being charged 
for the first two years. 


On all these loans the low interest 
rate of five per cent. will be charged. 
A cash payment of ten per cent. of 
the purchase price will be required 
on the land—but this may be 
waived by the Board in special 
cases.

OLD STORAGE 
FACILITIESAT 
GOST URGED 


Report Is Submitted by Agricul- 
tural Committee of Board 
of Trade 


For the past several months the 
agricultural committee of the board 
of trade has been working on the 
Matter of cold storage facilities at the 
Atlantic seaboerd, and this week have 
handed in a report to the board as 
to their findings. It is the opinion 
of the committee of which W. F, Ste- 
vens is the retiring chairman, that 
the stocker market is more valuable 
to Alberta than the chilled meat mar- 
ket, since it has been proved that the 
cattle going into the feed lots off the 
Central Alberta grass will take on 
flesh better when going to a warm- 
er climate than if the condition were 
reversed. Although realizing that 
the American markot is the most val- 
uable, there is a strong agitation 
among the American ranchers to ex- 
clude the Canadian stock and it 
would be well, in the opinion of the 
committee, for the government to 
have another string to their bow, 
and arrange for the admittance of 
Canadian stockers to the British 
market and also to establish a dress- 
ed beef tra@e for the finished cattle. 
At the present time the best cattle go 
to the States, and are fed and mar- 
keted from there to the overseas 
markets, with no credit to the Do~« 
minion at all. 

At a meeting of the council of the 
board of trade, held cn May 7, un- 
animous resolution was passed to the 
effect that having in mind the future 
requirements of the meat export 
trade, and the present and prospec- 
tive requirements of the dairy busi- 
ness, the Dominion government be 
urged to provide for the erection of 
adequate cold storage facilities at 
Montreal and such other Atlantic 
ports as may seem necessary. It was 
resolved to send a copy of the report 
and of the resolution to the minister 
of agriculture of Canada, and to ask 
his immediate consideration. 

The report of the committee js as 
follows:— 

The question of the need of cold storage 
facilities ut the Atlantic seaboard should 
be viewed from two standpoints. One 
may be called the “near view,” and con- 
cerns the immediate need of the sane, in 
the interest of the live stock industry of 
the country commercially tributary to Ed- 
monton; the other is the “larger view,” 
which has reference to the commercial 
independence of the Dominion of Canada 
and to Imperial ideals and policy, 

As regards the ‘near view,” or the im- 
mediate need of these utilities to promote 
the live stock industry in Central and 
Northern Alberta, yonr committee are of 
the opinion that the need of same {s not 
urgent because; 

1. Thus far, all dressed beef abipped 
from Alberta to Great Britain bas been 
in the frozen state, and the practicability 
of shipping fresh beef in the chilled state 
under conditions which require a ten day 
penne of ice refrigeration has not yet 
een proven. 

2. Frozen beef is sold chiefly to people 
of moderate incomes and commands a 
price of about 2c per pound less than 
equally good unfrozen or chiled beef does; 
this makes a difference of about lc per 
pound to the producer. 

To develop a prosperous chilled beef 
truce there is required uniformity in quan- 
tity of supply and uniformity in quality 
of meat, ‘These are exactly the points in 
which we are wanting . 

We bave at present a discriminating 
market for our best beeves open to us in 
the U.8., in which we can obtain a price 
that will yleld to the producer returns 
practically equal to what he would receive 
were his animals slaughtered at bome and 
exported as heef, and greater than would 
be obtained were it exported in a frozen 
condition, 

Vor the general run of cattle as now 
produced in Central and Northern Alberta, 
the American market offers greater returns 
than even a chilled beef system would do, 
This is due to the following facts: 
generaly termed “butcher's cattle,” from 
genecally termed “butchers’ catte,” from 
Central and Northern Alberta are exactly 
what the corn belt farmer wants as feeders 
for the purpose of producing prime beeves, 
and are much better suited to his pur- 
poses than for the purpose of exporting 
as dressed beef. 

On all markets when cattle are pur- 
chased for immediate slaughter, cogniz- 
ance is taken of the distance they have 
been shipped and whetber or not they 
have horns, thus Alberta horned cattle 
would sell to a St. Paul butcher or packer 
for %c per pound less than would the 
same class of cattle from Iowa or sowthern 
Minnesota, because of expected braises; 
hut the Jowa or southern Minnesota feeder 
would take no note of that because these 
bruises would all disappear before he 
would be readp to market the animals 

nished beef. 
enn tenAe be buyers of feeder cattle take 
cognizance of the fact that animals from 
a cold climate respond to feed better 
when taken to a warmer one than do 
cattle taken from a warm climate to a 
colder, and for this reason Alberta feeder 
cattle will sell to a corn belt farmer in 
preference to equally good animals from 
Oklahoma or Missouri; and in many in-

Wh looking further into uture 
and taking cognizance of the uncertainty 
of our American market snd giving con- 
sideration to those ideals and policies that 
are designed to strengthen the Writish 
Empire and co-ordinate its component 
parts we are forced to the opposite con- 
clusion, ‘ 

With our begt cattle going to the U.S, 
and the second gredes going to the Pa- 
cific Coast, our offerings to the European 
markets consist chiefly of inferior grades; 
end Alberta, and in fact all ef Canada, is 
rapidly becoming known a» 4 cougtry that 
produces little or no prime beef. This 
acts adversly on immigration and reduces 
our chance of attracting the class of Bri- 
tish settlers most needed bere. . 

Although the American market offers us 
more than any other for the class of 
enttle we now produce, it offers Uttle in- 
centive to improvement. Furthermore, we 
are always exposed to the danger of hav- 
ing that market closed in whole or tn part. 
There are already signs of a 
in that country to have Canadian cattle 
admitted for immediate slaughter only.. 

The esteem in which Canadian stocker 
and feeder cattle are held by American 
buyers, is the source of our greatest 
danger, because when an Oklaboma ranch- 
ér takes a car of stockers to Chong and 
sees them sell at a lower price than a 
earload of Canadian animals which as far 
as he can see are no better than his own 
he goes back home with a grievance an 
he tells lis Congressman about it; and 
when instances of this kind are multiplied 
many times, the Congressman must liaten, 
and when numerous Congressmen are sim- 
flarly affected the question gets into na- 
tional politics. 

Now, grievances of this character may 
be removed openly or by indirection

The growers 
of stocke?® cattle in Ireland looked with

in Canada, There are signs of a similar 
agitation developing in the U.S8., the dan- 
ger of mange being the pretext 
tration of what can be done along these 
lines occurred im March: An American 
feeder and trader came to Fdmorton to 
buy stocker aud feeder cattle to put on 
his ranch in South Dakota. Some of the 
animals purchased had been shipped from 
Southern Alberta to the Wetaskiwin dis- 
trict last autumn and had been treated 
for mange en route, When they arrived 
in South St. Paul they were subjected to 
@ very severe inspection with magnifying 
glasses. The result was that one mange 
scab was found but it was dead. 
theless, the entire 140 head of the Wetask!- 
win cattle yere ordered to be dipped for 
mange. Had this been done in South St. 
Paul where there is a vat for the purpose, 
there would have been little to complain 
of, but on the pretext that this wat did 
not belong to the Federal government, the 
eattle were ordered shipped to South Om 
aha, Nebraska, to be dipped, and thenve 
by a clreuituna rote to thelr destination 
in Dakota. This has done what it was 
doubtless intended to do; it bas deterred 
other buyers from coming to Edmonton 
to buy cattle and has put Edmonton in 
the “spotlight” as a mangy district, In 
fact, it has resulted in an agitation in 


Northern Alberta declared to be in a 
mange infected aren Hence, the uncer- 
tainty that is attnched to the Ameriean 
market makes it obligatory upon the Do- 
minion to endeavor to sectre a more 
stable outiet for our surplus. 

Weddel's 1918 report of the ment trade 
of Great Britain has this to say regarding 
Canada: “The practice of the Canadiana 
of disposing of their surplus meat and 
live-stock to U.S. buyers may be more 
profitable to the Dominion than shipping 
everything direct to England; but it does 
not help the Rritish Government's declar- 
ed intention of making the Pmpire erelf- 
supporting in the matter of meat supplies.” 

The outstanding difficulty with the fore- 
golug im that it appears to place all the 
responsibility on Canada. Canadian stock 
men realize that in order to take advantage 
of the British market, they must produce 
what the British market demands, The 
demand is for highly finished beef, New 
countries do not produce this in large 

nantities. On the other hand, Canada, 
Ike all new and undeveloped countries, 
produces large numbers of feeder cattle. 
Great Kritain requires exactly the type 
we produce off gtass here, but she refuses 
to admit them on the pretext of protecting 
herself from a disease that does not exist 
here. 

Your Committee are of the opinion that 
the duty of PAY the cause of a self- 
support'ng Empire {7 reciprocal. 
must, as far as her state of development 
makes possible, consult the requirements 
of Great Britain; but Britain must take 
cognizance of our stete of development and 
adant her trade policies to our conditions, 
before the practite to which Weddel takes 
exception can be noticeadly modified and 
the cause of an Empire self-supporting In 
meat supplies be promoted.
